Neraoto was a civilian member of the Japanese Police Department of the 
Fukushima Prefecture, and was the highest ranking officer (Keibi Taicho). of the 
Civilian Internment Camp in Fukushima, Japan,, .during the period 11 July 19l;2 -to 
13 July 1?U3# The imnates of the camp numbered-about 1^0-meri, women?, and children, 
subjects of; the Unite® Kingdom who "had been captured by German Suj^ace Udiders '* _ 
and brought to^Japan and turned over ^o .the Japanese Government in July l?h2, --

As to Specification 2 (Ko Neraoto): On the~29th of June 19U3, Mr# M# 
Molphy, a British' interneej was called to the office of the accused end was 
informed by the interpreter that the Japanese guard accusecLhim..(Mr. Molphy) of 
being "too cheeky.\ Ih'the presence of .Neraoto, the guardtf thrashed him with a* 
big stick and stabbed him inthe right eye. Ife was’.tfcien made to kneel down hold¬ 
ing a.bucket full of water (Ex 1,.U). 

As 1 to Specification 3 (Ko Nemoto): In December 19U2, the son of Mrs. 
Helen.Guy broke a -pane of glass ift the camp and was called to the office by a 
guard and there interrogated by the accused together with his mother, and the 
mothers and two other boys involved in the incident who were interned in the 
camp. During the examination, while accused was in attendance, the guard struck 
Mrs. Guy at least a half dozen times and accused made no attempt to intervene# 

The children were forced to remove their upper clothing and Nemoto then ordered 
the mothers to brand the children's bare stomachs. When the mothers refused, and 
did not - comply with accused's orders, Nemoto then proceeded to singe the children's 
hair (Ex l). 

As to Specification I; (Ko Nemoto): Most of the women in the camp were 
suffering' from acute diarrhea or constipation due to the lack of food and the 
unaccustomed diet# No.advice was given, and no medicine or special diet ordered 
(Ex l)'* Only in the most urgent cages w^s a prisoner given medical attention when 
a Japanese doctor would be brought#. Captain Stratford states: "I know of medical 
supplies in the camp .but prisoners were -not given access to them# 11 (Ex 2). Michael 
CharnaUd states: • "Medical conditions and clothing were terrible. 11 (Ex 5)#

As to Specification 6 (Ko Nemoto): Not Guilty. 
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As to Specification 7-a (Ko Nemoto) : On or about 1 August 19U3, Mrs. 
Florence Thoms went to the office of accused to complain’about the bread. The 
interpreter, Midori Kawa> shouted ; and went'-at her and hit her in the face several 
times. He .grasped her-by the ; throat and forced her up against the wall continuing 
to hurl abuse at the internee; Although the accused was present, he made no • 
attempt to stop this mistreatment. Mrs.'Thoms' neck and throat were cruelly ' 
bruised in this attack .(Ex 1, 2, Ij.'), 

As to Specification 7-b (Ko Nemoto) : In October 19U2, Mrs. Helen 
Gqy, a British internee,. closed the window; in a corridor and almost instantly, 
a Japanese guard Came along and banged the window open shouting at her furiously. 

•The guard then hit her on the head several times with a large door key and she 
was taken before the accused, During the examination, the same guard struck her 
again across the face at least a half dozen times in front of Nemoto who just sat 
and'smiled, making no effort to intervene. Later in the dining room, this guard 
again attacked Mrs. Guy (Ex 1, 2). 

As to Specifications 7-c, 7-‘d, .7-ej 7-f', 7-g (Ko Nemoto) ? Not Guilty. 

As to Specification 7-h (Ko Nemoto): On the 17th of March 19U3,' there 
was no .heat in the camp and it was snowing. Mr. J. M. Jack, an internee," was try¬ 
ing-to keep ’warm and sat on the. corner of his bed. . For this, he was taken to the 
office, of the accused, made to remove his clothes, and.stand at attention while he 
was severely struck across the face and head five times by a guard-. He was then 
made to kneel down before the guard and, while .kneeling, was. struck four more 
times. After that, he was made to kneel'on the office floor, for three hour's j-at 
the-end of which. timS^ accused-informed him that; b e ' would: be excused on this ■ . - - -

As to Specification 7-m (Ko Nemoto )-: On or about the 29th of June 19U3, 
a Japanese guard came to the room of Mr. D. Eisey, an internee, and informed him 
that he had a proud and insolent bearing towards the guards and thought disres¬ 
pectfully of them and that such an attitude would not be tolerated but must be 
broken. Then the guard struck him Several times on the face with his hand. He 
wag detained below in the.office and hallway over one and a half hours although 
no specific charge of delinquency was ever brought against him (Ex l). 

As to Specification 7-n (Ko Nemoto): In the summer of 19^3, Mr. M. 


Molphy; an internee, was accused of washing his hands contrary to regulations. He 
was taken before accused and told to kneel down. Nemoto kicked him on the knee 
^ caps'and Molphy tried to stand up. Accused then pushed him back and kicked him on 
the left shoulder. Later the accused wont to the kitchen and got one roll of 
bread and slapped Molphy on the face with it. Molphy was made to kneel down 
holding a bucket full of water. His knee is still painful from from this attack 
(Ex 1, if). " . 

*As to Specification 7-o (Ko Nemoto) : Mrs. Florence Thoms, an internee, 
was ., the representative of the other women and, while on her way to the canp 
office,' was attacked by a Japanese guard, Ife punched her a number of times in the 
face, whereupon in self-defense, she slapped him. Ife then' applied ju jitsu and . 
threw her to-the ground, kicking and'punching her wildly. Hbr mouth was cut both 
inside and out, her nose' damaged, and her body bruised’ from head to foot. As a 
result of this beating, she was confined to her bed for a week (Ex 1, 2, 3, U)• 
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As to Specification 7-Pa 7-q (Ko Nemoto): Not Guilty. 

As to Specification 7 tP--(Ko-.^ ompto) : • Mi*. Neil;Ersk±ne-, an internee* 
states! "Treatment by the guards ,at the. cainp -Was bad during-the,whole of my . 
period of captivity. Breaking of- petty -rules siieh as forgetting to bow to. a. guard 
when meeting him brought punishment by face slapping on the spot and then the 
individual was, reported to the commandant-who again meted out punishment for the 
same offense. A common punishment was fer-^'a prisoner to. be Ordered to.-stand tinder 
the. bell for a period without moving his body and without food.' •,This,was most. 
painful, both'mentally and physically. Any relaxation of the limbs brought face 
slapping or a blow from the guards' swords or sticks. This sort 'Of thing went on 
continually and in every case the commandant encouraged the men under him .'to deal 
out punishment fo’r the most trivial offenses. Throwing a prisoner about.'by .means 
of ju jitsu Was also common." (Ex 3-). Accused in his statement (Ex ?) admits that 
he slapped one man once in his', office, because' he felt that the man's attitude was 
insulting. - • . ' 


YOSHIO MITSUHASHI 


Yos hi o'Mitsubishi succeeded Ko Nemoto as commandant. (Keibi Taicho) of 
the Ftiku&hLma ’Camp-in. July 19U3. He Remained in charge until July

Molphy, an internee/ was brought before "him‘for washing his 
hands at the wrong time. Accused made,him kneel for a long time and kicked him 
brutally on the knee and on the shoulder. Two years later, Molphy was still 
suffering from a knee injury as a result of this beating. (Ex .1, 2). 

As to Specification j (Yoshio Mitsuhashi):; Mr. C. H, Walker, a 
British internee, was charged with waving at one of the women internees in September 
19h3> 'and was taken before the accused where he -was questioned and beaten. He was 
punched- about the face and head by one of the Japanese guards and, when he fell to 
the ground, the guard kicked him to his feet and continued to punch him. A back 
tooth was knocked out 1 during'this beating. Walker's face v/as smashed and later 
a lot of boils and sores came out on the places where the skin had been broken. 
Walker was made to kneel for two hours and then stand for two hours. As a result 
of this treatment, he was permanently scarred (Ex 1, 2, 3). 

As to Specification $ (Yoshio Mitsuhashi); Not Guilty. 

As to Specification 6 (Yoshio Mitsuhashi) ; Mr. Bok Sye Foo, a . • ' 
British int'erpee, states in his affidavit that in the Autumn of 19h3 he was taken 
to the accused's office and charged with writing a letter to one of the women 
internees over at the other side of the camp. Accused was unsatisfied with Foo's 
reply 'and got a bamboo pole abo lit five feet long with which he knocked Foo on the 
head and finally knocked him to the floor. Then accused proceeded to kick Foo's 
body. The mistreatment continued and af 7:30 p.ru. Foo was told to kneel down in 
the office for three hours before he was permitted to sit in a chair. Japanese 
guards were present and they amused themselves by slapping him on the facp or 
knocking him in the head whenever they felt like doing so. - Foo was kept there all 
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aigHt.Io.ng without food and the - following morning the accused gave him a cup of 
hot water.’. He was finally released during ,the tea time without having had any 
food for thirty-six hours except a bun ;and a cup of .hot water (Ex i> 2, 1*). 

As to Specification 7 (Yoshio Mitsuhashi): Tom Oott> a British 
internee, >vas charged with laughing, at spme, Japanese girls and was taken to the 
accused's office. Mitsuhashi gave him a .severe beating (Ex 3) . * • 

; As to'Specification 8 (Yoshio Mitsuhashi):' .The report on the intern¬ 
ment camp submitted by Captain. Stratford, Chairman of the: Fukusjiima Camp Committee 
(Ex l),' states that medical attention pjid. dental treatment was unsatisfactory. No 
.'dbcttr ever attended the cSmp regularlyNo room vras dyer ’set. aside apart a.s'a 
hospital. , Very little medicine was supplied by the Japanese* . Dressings and 
bandages were pever issued by the camp authorities. At times, even hot water for 
the'sipk was grudgingly giveni The dentists arrived at very irregular intervals 
and;inserted only temporary fillings, generally of cotton wool and extracted only 
when the tooth was loose. Internees suffered acutely,ffom toothache and had, to 
' wait for weeks 1 before the dentist appeared in response tp applications. 

• As to Specifications 9, 10 (Yoshio MjtsuhaShi): Not Guilty. - 

• As to Specification 11-a (Yoshio Mitsuhashi’): . On 13 August 191*3, 

Hr.,: Di Scott, a British’internee, was accused of pouring water, over his body, 
which.was an-offense in the camp. The accused, accompanied by the interpreter,

British internee, late in the year 19l*3, was beatdh by the accused for writing a 
letter to a woman internee. Bok Sye Foo was made to kneel for three hours and by 
10:30 p.m. was so weak that he was placed in a chair . He was kept awake all- night 
' by the guards and released after thirty^six hours of this torture (Ex 2). 

As to; Specification 11-f (Yoshio Mitsuhashi); Not Guilty. 


As to Specification 11-g (Yoshio Mitsuhashi): The affidavits 
presented by the prosecution as Ex 1 and 2 relate numerous incidents where the 
Allied internees were beaten, humiliated, and otherwise abused by the Japanese , 
guards in the canp. , , 

b. For the Defense: 

Ginyo Hakozaki testified he was a doctor employed by the' Public Welfare 
Section in Fukushima and ’was the official doctor for the civilian internment camp 
(R 1*1*), He served in that capacity from July 19l*2 to August 19U1* and visited the 
camp about three times during a month (R 1*1*) • There were adequate facilities at 
the camp and during the time he was in attendance, the general well-being of the 
internees improved (R 1*6), None of the internets complained to him about having 
b'eqn struck or beaten by the Japanese personnel of the camp. He did not see 
any .of the. internees struck or beaten.(R 1*8). On cross-examination, he admitted 
He "did' hot have.’records of his visits to the camp.’ He did not know the nameq of 
the people who kept the records (R’l*9)« After he finished with his notes on each 
‘examination, he-never had access to. the notes again (R £2). 

'• ’, Tomoe Sekiguchi testified he was a dentist and practiced In the city of 
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Fukushima (R 53) • He was the official dentist :for the" : civilian internment camp 
at Fukushima (R 53) end was connected with the camp officially from July 19U2 
.until just before the'cessation of the war. He Was appointed by Nakao and called 
to the camp by Nemoto and Mitsuhashi/ It was not a full time position (R 53)* 
There was & dentist’s office in the camp equipped With dental equipment (R 5U)» 

He went to the camp approximately ninety times during a year. On 'emergency cases, 
after receiving a call from Nemoto or Mitsuhashi, he got tb the camp about thirty 
minutes after the telephone call from the commandant (R 56). Material for filling 
teeth was scarcej however, the internees were'giVeh better filling'material than 
.those that were used by .the Japanese (R' 56). ■ Cement'was used and there were 
occasions when gold and silver was: used. Witness did riot recall* fthe names of 
any patients (E 5?)< H® used procainum as an anaesthetic when he performed 
extractions (R 57)* There were no complaints by internees (R 57). ; 

*' ‘ Morio Tosawa stated that in the summer of 19U2, he was the Chief of the 
Prefectural Police in Fukushima and remained in office until March 19h3 (R 58). 

Ife described how the Fukushima Civilian Internment Camp was set up (R 60, 61, 62, 
63). The special higher police -section hibed'the doctor and dentist for the camp 
and was responsible for supplying this' campwith medical supplies and equipment 
(R 63). Nemoto was first selected 1 'to act-as Keibi Taicho in charge of this 
internment camp by Nakao (R 6U)« Nemoto did not have authority to change any of 
the rules and regulations sent down by the prefecture, or to change the food 
rations as established by the prefecture, or have authority to discharge any of 
the guards atjthe camp.(R 61;). Accused Nemoto . had very limited authority and if 
he should desire any.changes be made, the most.he could do.was to make recommenda¬ 
tions to a higher authority (R 65). On cross-examination-, witness Admitted it .was 
the responsibility of^akao and Nemoto; to see -that 'the internees were.furnished . 
with adequate food (R 66).. The prefectural- governor set the limitation on the 
■quantjjy of food for the''camp (R 66)-» Food was to be-used'f-or the internees, ahd 
not tHfe police-guards (R-66). The' Keibi.Baicho,'.ia. thp-case of a-police'guard 
atjthe camp mistreating-an/ iriternea>-£ould-rs^iimancT the^15ffei^ler. If tTie'offehse 
was a mjor.type, -t&ohhe would report'to the chief-of "the higherr police section, 
and have tfie,.chief of .^he. higher-pblice' section:punish him (R.68),‘. Ifak^g oot&4..*--

Shigeo Haga testified that in July 19 h 2 when, the civilian internment camp 
•was first established, he was Second Inspector or "Keibu" with the Police Depart¬ 
ment of Fukushima Prefecture (R 80). He stated his position in the chain in 
command of-the police department as ’it affected the internment camp' (R 80 j Defense 
Ex B) . The Tokkb Kacho eventually took over-the establishment and operation of 
the- Internment camp (R 8 l). Witness described the arrangements made for medical 
care of the internees (R 82 ). Also the rules and regulations of the camp (R 85). 
The guards were not authorized to punish the internees for any breach of regula¬ 
tions (R 100 ) : , nor was-the Keibi Taicho. In a case like thht, the Keibi Taicho 
would report to the Tokko Kacho and receive instructions (R 100 )» Witness did 
not. know of any instances where they (internees ) violated regulations tRlOO). 

He. did not receive'any information of any mistreatment by guards 1 of internees. 

(R 101 ). On cross-examination,' he admitted that he investigated ari : al3eged 
slapping of Mrs. Thoms by the interpreter, Midori Kawa, at the camp (R lOl). - 
Herabto reported the incident to him-and it was his duty to investigate. He 
reported’the results of his investigation to the accused, Nakho. Midori Kawa 
said-he never, slapped Mrs. Thoms (R 101 ). Witness went to the camp and saw 
Mrs . Thoms but’ did' not 'ask her any questions about this incident .- He did not ’ 
examine her for; bruises (R 102). He did" hot : know of any internees being punished 
for any reason (R 102 ).; In the chain of command up to the Tokko Kacho, no one 
had authority to punish the internees (R 102). As to the Tokko Kacho, he did 
not know what•authority he had to' punish because he was the witness' superior 
(R 103).*‘ •' . "• ... 

The defense offered for identification purposes Exhibits C through M, 
a series of.pictures of the internment camp taken on 20 September l9U7by the 
assistant-police inspector at Fukushima. Pictures were marked for identification 
and accepted (R 10 h). . 
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The Court took.judicial-notice of an article appearing in the August 19t7 
the Reader's Digest, entitled "England in Sun,.and Shadow" -which was read 


Gosakura Suzuki- testified that-he> took care of the furndce at the 
Fukushima Internment Camp starting 1 October 19U2 (R 126), He received complaint! 
about-the warmth of the rooms and when there was coal,-he fed the furnace* but if 
there was no.coal, he could not -do.anything (R 126). Witness did not see any of 
the guards mistreat t.he internees (R 12?)» •' 

- the defense.called as witnesses, Kokichi Kuribayashi, Tokiei Iwasaki, 
and Hichiro Umemiya, who were guards (Juna Bucho) at the Fukushima Camp. They 
were there to-protect the internees. No internee was mistreated or punished 
and there was no violation of regulations (R 1U2, iSh, 160), 

The defense introduced documents showing the amount of rations delivered 
to the internment camp (Ex P, Q, R, S, T, U). 


■ There are no errors or irregularities which'injuriously affect any .sub¬ 
stantial: rights', of the accused. -The commission was-.constituted by proper authority 
and had jurisdiction of the accused and of the'offenses 1 charged. There is ho 
evidence that the accused was not: sane at the time of the commission 6f the. alleged 
acts, or at‘the-tiife of, the trial;,. The accused were ably defended by competent 
Counsel and cooperated in their own defense. 

•;.While.the accused, Nembto and Mitsubishi*'did not take.the witness stand 
in their own behalf, their statements obtained by the prosecution were admitted in 
evidence.. The defense objected to this on the grounds that the‘accused were not 
warned as to their rights. No requirement is found in either the SCAP or Eighth

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Ar^.rules- which holds, that any t'ype ;pf. warning as' to a person's rights mist pre¬ 
cede the giving of a statement or.confessing by a person who is interrogated in 
connection with war -crimes where such Statement, pir confession is not taken under 
the authority of a commission (Namba, Docket #3i;9); 

• The defense filed a hrie*f objecting to the commission's jurisdiction to 
try the accused for offenses agaihst’-other than American prisoners of war or 
internees*. There Is no need to di^ctiss' this-question in view of many previous 
decisions upholding the jurisdicti’on'of similar commissions in like cases (Kaneko 
and Uchida, Docket #76j Kato, Docket- #l2Uj Nakajiita, Docket #128). '

Irconcur in general. -The' sentences for conviction of personal 
mistreatments and 'those for which each accused is responsible under 
his command responsibility are very lenient when measured by those 
of'other commissions- 1 involving similar facts. -Nevertheless, pre-i 
trial confinement is in no way to be considered^as confinement 
served In expiation for offenses of which, ah accused is later con-: 
victed. Therefore a reviewing authority should consider such re¬ 
straint entirely separately from that adjudged by a commission. 

The blackest rogue is entitled to an early-trial under the enlight¬ 
ened rules of.civilized nations. When trials are postponed^ as 
this one was, because of the great number of those awaiting justice, 
fair allowances.should be made for undue pre-trial confinement £e- . 
gardless of the inadequacy of a Sentence. This is all the- more 
true,since commissions are instructed that pre-trial confinement 
is not tpbe considered in adjudging sentences.
